Airplane Patrol 


for Forest Fires 


Federal Forest Service Is Making 


Experiments^With Army 


Machines. 


FORESTER TELLS ABOUT TRIP 


Gives Interesting Account of Experi- 


ences Together with Observations 


as to 
Feasibility 
of 
This 


Method of Fire Detection. 


Washington, D. C.—Airplane fire pa- 


trol of the national forests by army 
machines was begun as an experiment 
for the forest service recently. 
The 


first report from n forester has just 
come to headquarters here after an 
exciting observation flight from Mather 
Field made over the southern patrol 


' route in California, covering portions 


of the Eldorado und Stanislaus forest 
preserves. 


The trip -was taken by Assistant Dis- 


trict Forester How for the collection of 
data as to the feasibility of this novel 
method of fire detection; what should 
be done to fight the flames, if pos- 
sible from the plane; how alarms may 
promptly be given; v\hat stjle of plane 
or balloon is best adapted, and what 
additional apparatus may be necessary 
te moke successful this attempt at 
more effectually safeguarding remote 
prd inaccessible stretches of practi- 
cally unexplored country from 
the 


scourge which annually destroys thou- 
sands upon thousands of acres of tim- 
ber rapidly becoming well nigh piice- 
kss. 


Tells Stirring Tale. 


Forester How not only covers all 


these interesting points, but tells a 
stirring tale of adventure in doing so. 
After describing his preparations for 
the trip, he continues* 


"My pilot was Sergeant McKee, who 


is one of the army fljing instructors. 
The plane •we used was a Curtiss JM 1 
with an OX-5 motor. There are no con- 
trols in front, so all I had to do -was 
to sit strapped to my seat. 
We start- 


ed about nine o'clock. I had heard so 
much of persons becoming nauseated 
that I was expecting to feel funn.v, but 
I never had that Kind of a symptom. 
My impression Mas Ihat we were stand- 
Ing still, when in fact we were going 
70 miles an hour. 
We flew up the 


American \alley to Flacerville; thence 
to Chinese, ten miles southeast of So- 
nora. 


"On the trip we saw five fires, all of 


which \vere outside of the forest boun- 
daries. 
The largest was near Placer- 


ville and had been burning a week. 


"The country is so rugged that a 


landing could not have been made to 
fight a fire without a crash. The pilot 
agreed to this and steered to the west 
of the peak instead of to the east, and 


by doing this, \\e mKsed seeing some 
of the country the patrol is, expected 
to cover. 
A forest patrol by aircraft 


is more hazardous than the flying that 
IS usually done. 


"My pilot made rue understand that 


onr trip scared him more than any 
other trip he had ever made, simply 
because he could not make his plane 
attain the elevation necessary for rela- 
tive safety. He said he would take no 
r.ore passengers in the future. 
To 


ac so would mean that he could cover 
only portions of the forest which could 
be seen from the lookout points. 


Getaway Extremely Difficult. 


"In landing at Chinese for luncheon 


we broke our tall skid, but were able 
to replace it. 
Our getaway was ex- 


tremely difficult, and I did a heap of 
thinking 
Returning, we made a di- 


rect flight to Mather Field at an ele- 
vation of G,000 feet. 
When about half 


way the pilot said he was going to 
make a straight dip. 
He had made 


o series in the morning of 50 to 70 feet 
on an angle. 
This time he shot down 


lor 500 feet. 


"This was quite thrilling, but noth- 


ing to the tail spin he put the mu~ 
tMne through In descending to Mrther 
1'leld. I had no warning und felt as 
if we were going down a series of 
corkscrew curves ut a terrific rate. The 
tarth looked like an ocean during a 
heavy sea. We dropped 1,300 feet in 
this manner and then gracefully vol- 
planed to the field within n hundred 
K'Ot of the hi.ngar. 
Our total flight 


time \\as about four hours and the dis- 
tance covered 250 miles. 


"Fires have already been detected 


from airplanes that have not been 
picked up by the lookout man. There 
Is no question in my mind that it is 
the most feasible method of prompt 
fire detection. I believe, however, that 
the expense of establishing such a pa- 
trol would be prohibitive for the for- 
ect service. 


"I am convinced more than ever that 


the dirigible with helium gas will he 
the type of ship we shall use in the fu- 
ture. 
I predict that within five years 


our present system .of lookout patrol 
will practically be a thing of the past 
and also that the suppression of forest 
fires will commence immediately after 
discovery. 
In other words, the fire 


fighting forces will accompany the ob- 
server in a dirigible. 
When a fire is 


discovered one or two men will climb 
down and put it out. There will then 
be different methods of fire suppres- 
sion than we now use. 
It will be pos- 


sible to carry large tanks of water and 
motors to pump it on a fire. Chemi- 
cals, perhaps, may also be used."

and it is possible for the command- 
ing general to sit in Ins office and 
talk with American officers in London, 
Berlin, Vienna, llottprdam, Brussels, 
Antwerp, I'aiis and \anous other 
European points. 


The army of occupation has a tele- 


phone s'v^tem closely resembling the 
best commercial system in the United 
States. On the top floor of the head- 
quarters building in Coblen/ a nine-

16,000 Miles of Wire. 


Within the German occupied area 


there has been established by the sig- 
nal corps under the direction of Col 
Parker Hitt, chief signal officer, a net- 
woik of wires connecting the various 
units of the third army. Direct lines 
connect with all the corps' aud divi- 
sions, appiovmately 10,000 miles of 
wire being in service. 


Tins' extensive plant has not how- 


ever, been built by the thud arms, but 
consists almost altogether of the Ger- 
man lines taken over by the signal 
corps and so arranged as to meet the 
needs of the army. Sufficient circxnts 
weio left, however, for the civilian 
population to carr.v on their business. 


More than 15,000 calls are register- 


ed daily on the Coblenz switchboard. 
With 
the 
establishment of an ex- 


change in Coblenz it was necessary 
to employ operators who could spe-ik 
English, French and German. The fif- 
teen operators on dutv in Coblenz are 
all members of the women's telephone 
corps and have been in the service 
more than a year. The chief opera- 
tor, Miss Helen Cook, was a former 
employee of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company of New York. 
Previous to joining the American ex- 
peditionary force. Miss Cook -spent six 
years as instructor for the Bell sys- 
tem in offices in Chicago, Minneapolis, 
Omaha, Cleveland, Detroit and Mem- 
phis. 


"Doodlebug" Code Name. 


The word "Doodlebug" is the code 


name of the third army .switchboard 
in Coblenz, the corps and divis'on** al- 
so retaining the c< • e names that w ere 
assigned Ihem during the war. On the 
back of a twentv-pago telephone di- 
rectory issued 1 • the thud army the 
artist's conception of a "doodlebug" 
has been reproduced in tho shape of a 
bug made up of a combination of 
sabres, iifles and an aerial bomb. 


All the apparatus including switch- 


boards, telephone instruments, and. in 
fact, everything excepting the wires, 
is of American manufacture and is 
to bo taken out when the Americans 
in force say good-bv to the Rhine and 
start for France and home. 


Swiss Back From Leipzig Fair 


Report 90 Per Cent Men- 


tally Twisted. 


ARE BEWILDERED BY CHANGES 


Declare Everything Is in Disorder and 


Streets Are Lined With Begging 


Soldiers 
and Civilians—Be- 


have Like Children. 


Berne.—A number of Swiss mer- 


chants, who for years past have regu- 
larly attended the famous Leipzig fair, 
have now just returned, hardly able 
to express their amazement at what 
they saw there. It was not that there 
was nothing to Interest them at the 
fair, but that while they were in Ger- 
many they could hardly believe that 
they were not in some other country 
they did not quite know which. The 
met chants, manufacturers and others 
at the fair, with whom they had to 
deal, seemed to be mentally unbal- 
anced. 


"Ninety per cent of the people with 


whom I had to deal," said one mer- 
chant, "really did not know what they 
were about. In visiting the various ex- 
hibits m Leipzig I would give an order 
for something. I would tell the man m 
charge that I would take say 500 gross 
of a certain article, No. 106. I would 
write the number down myself, and 
then of course I expected him to write 
it down too. Then I wrould order some- 
thing else, and by the time I had fin- 
ished giving my orders I would ask to 
compare my notes vvuh his. Then, to 
my great astonishment, I would find 
he had either not written down the or- 
ders at all, or had written them down 
all wrong. 


Mental Confusion. 


"At first I thought I had merely to 


do with a careless individual, but af- 
terwards I found that nine out of ten 
persons w ere m just the same state of 
mental confusion. 
I then talked to 


some of the other Swiss who were vis- 
iting the fair and found that they had 
had similar experiences. Once I lost 
patience and spoke very sharply to 
one man, whereupon he simply broke 
down and said he was s«rry but he

Judging by all that these Swiss mer- 


chants observed in Germany, this men- 
tal weakness and incapacity is affect- 
Ing not only men who have been a 
long time in the trenches, but al«o 
civilians—women who were at home 
and men who, for one reason or 'in- 
other, were never at the front. Some 
Germans known to these merchants 
before the war ns shrewd, energetic, 
capable business men, now, they say, 
talk like children, as if they knew 
nothing whatever of the outside world 
or what has been taking place during 
the last four or fve years. 


In short, the German 
merchants 


seem completely dazed, bewildered 
and confused at present and do not 
know what they are doing. 
' 


What particularly struck all these 


Swis-s merchants who have 
known 


Germany for many years past, was 
the lack of orderliness everywhere, 
not merely at the Leipzig fair but in 
the streets—a change for the worse 
which is commented upon now by all 
visitors to Germany. 
In the halls 


of the great Fair, which before the 
war used to be neat as the, prov erbial 
new pin, disorder and even dirt are 
everywhere. 


The streets leading to the Leipzig 


fair were this year lined with wound- 
ed, crippled and blinded soldiers, sel1- 
mg postcards, bootlaces and all mnn- 
ner of other trifles, or playing barrel 
organs with their military caps on 
the ground before them for people to i 
throw in anj thing they could afford. 
And this in a country where mendi- 
cants never used to be tolerated. 


Act Like Children. 


Every Swiss merchant who went to 


the Leipzig fair this year was allow- 
ed by the government to take with 
him twenty-two pounds' of provisions. 
On3 with whom I talked took with 
him five pounds of chocolate, know- 
ing what a precious gift it would be 
to some of his old acquaintances. In 
visiting one of the leading manufac- 
turers he 
presented 
three of 
nis 


daughters with half a pound each. The 
girls grasped him by the hand, with 
teais m their eyes.

Airplane Patrol 
for Forest Fires 


Federal Forest Service Is Making 
Experiments With Army 
Machines. 


FORESTER TELLS ABOUT TRIP 


Gives Interesting Account of Experf* 
ences Together with Observations 
as 
to 
Feasibility 
of 
This 
Method of Fire Detection. 


Washington, D. C.—Afrplnno fire pa­ 
trol of the national forests by army 
machines was begun as an experiment 
for the forest service recently. 
The 
first report from a forester has just 
come to headquarters hero after an 
exciting observation flight from Mather 
FicHl made over the southern patrol 
’ route in California, covering portions 
of the Eldorado and Stanislaus forest 
preserves. 


The trip was tak^n by Assistant Dis­ 
trict Forester How for the collection of 
data as to the feasibility of this novel 
method of ilre detection; what should 
bo done to fight the flames, if pos­ 
sible from the plane; how* alarms may 
promptly be given ; what style of plane 
or balloon is best adapted, and what 
additional apparatus may be necessary 
to make successful this attempt at 
more effectually safeguarding remote 
i>nd inaccessible stretches of practi­ 
cally unexplored 
country from the 
scourge which annually destroys thou­ 
sands upon thousands of acres of tim­ 
ber rapidly becoming well nigh price­ 
less. 


Tells Stirring Tale. 


Forester How not only covers all 
these interesting points, but tells a 
stirring tale of adventure in doing so. 
After describing his preparations for 
the trip, he continues: 


“My pilot was Sergeant McKee, who 
is one of the army flying instructors. 
The plane we used was a Curtiss JM-1 
with an OX-5 motor. There are no con­ 
trols in front, so all I had to do was 
to sit strapped to my seat. 
We start­ 
ed about nine o’clock. I had heard so 
much of persons becoming nauseated 
that I was expecting to feel funny, but 
I never had that kind of a symptom. 
My impression was that we were stand­ 
ing still, when in fact we were going 
70 miles an hour. 
We flew up the 
American valley to Flacerville; thence 
to Chinese, ten miles southeast of So­ 
nora. 


“On the trip we saw flve fires, all of 
which were outside of the forest boun­ 
daries. 
The largest was near Placer- 
ville and had been burning a week. 


“The country is so rugged that a 
landing could not have been made to 
fight a fire without a crash. The pilot 
agreed to this and steered to the west 
of the peak instead of to the east, and 


by doing this, we missed seeing some 
of the country the patrol is expected 
to cover. 
A forest patrol by aircraft 
is more hazardous than the flying that 
is usually done. 


“My pilot made me umlerstand that 
otir trip scared him more than any 
other trip he had ever made, simply 
because he could not make his plane 
attain the elevation necessary for rela­ 
tive safety. 
He said he would take no 
riore passengers in the future. 
To 
dc so would mean that ho could cover 
only portions of the forest which could 
be seen from the lookout points. 


Getaway Extremely Difficult. 


“In landing at Chinese for luncheon 
we broke our tail skid, but were able 
to replace it. 
Our getaway was ex­ 
tremely difficult, and I did a heap of 
thinking. 
Returning, we made a di­ 
rect flight to Mather Field at an ele­ 
vation of 0,000 feet. 
When about half 
May the pilot said he was going to 
make a straight dip. 
He had made 
a series in the morning of 00 to 70 feet 
on an angle. 
This time he shot down 
lor fiOO feet. 


“This was quite thrilling, but noth­ 


ing to the tail spin he put the mn- 
chine through in descending to Mather 
Held. I had no warning and felt, as 
\£ we were going down a series of 
corkscrew curves at a terrific rate. The 
earth looked like an ocean during a 
heavy sea. We dropped 1,500 feet in 
this manner and-then gracefully vol­ 
planed to the field within a hundred 
feet of the hangar. 
Our total flight 
time was about four hours and the dis­ 
tance covered 250 miles. 


'“Fires have already been detected 
from airplanes that ’have not been 
picked up by the lookout man. There 
Is no question In my mind that it is 
the most feasible method of prompt 
fire detection. 
I believe, however, that 
the expense of establishing such a pa­ 
trol would be prohibitive for the for­ 
est: service. 


“I am convinced more than ever that 
the dirigible with h el inn) gas will be 
the type of ship we shall use In the fu­ 
ture.

The Army Worm and Its Control 


How to Dispose of Pest Which Swoops Dov/n on All Green 


Crops 


The army worm that has been doing so much damage to com, wheat and 


green crops in various sections of the country, is the caterpillar form of a 
moth that flies only at night, according to Frank R. Wade, deputy entomolo- 
gist for the Indiana Mate Cv>n-er\ntlon commission. 
In a bulletin issued by 


the commission. Mr. Wade describes the family history of the pest and tells 
the most approved methods of fighting it. 


"To begin with," said Mr. Wade, "the moth is about one and ohe-half 


inches across the spread wings and is brownish gray in color. The caterpillar, 
when full grown, is about one and one-half inches long. Is smooth, and is 
usually greenish in general color with one broad stripe of dark gray or black 
down the middle of the back and with a narrower stripe of the same color on 
either side. The broad stripe usually has a fine light broken stripe running 
down its center. The head Is greenish-brown, speckled with black. 


"It is this caterpillar form that does the damage by eating every green 


thing within reneh 
So numerous do thqy sometimes become that one can 


actually hear tl-em eat in concert 
When they have (leaned up on the food 


supply in one field they move eii masse to an. adjoining field, and thus comes 
about the familiar name of army worm. 


•'The full grown caterpillar ceases to feed and goes into the pupa or 


resting state after from three to four weeks of feeding. 
Here it remains 


beneath the surface of the son. as a rule, for about two weeks. The pupae 
look something like date seeds. The moth on emerging from the pupal cas^ 
dries its wings and fiies away to mate. The eggs are then laid usually in the 
folded part of grass blades, and they hatch in from eight to ten da>s. thus 
starting the tiny caterpillars once more 


"To control these pests one should he alert to d Hect the first attack, for 


the area invaded Is usually relatively small at first and may be mowed off and 
straw scattered and burned, thus destroying the caterpillars. Another method 
of control is to spray the infested area heavily with pans preen (one pound to 
oO gallons of water) or with lead arsenate (two pounds to oO gallons). Such 
sprayed IT aterial should, of coursv, not be used as feed. 


"Poisoned bail will also do good service. Make un a bran mash with 50 


pound^ cf wheat bran and one pound of paris green or two pounds of lead 
arsenate and moisten it with cheap molasses or sirup and add the juice of half 
a dozen lemons or oranges. 
T>y scattering this bait broadcast throughout the 


Infested area in small pieces, a large number of worms may be killed. 


"To keep the worms from mining on to new feeding grounds, trenches 


should be plowed entirely around the infested area. The trench should be at 
le-ist &ix inches deep and should have a vertical side toward the new ground. 
It should have pestholes at intervals for the worms to fall into and it should 
be kept as dusty as possible by dragging a log through it to pulverize the soil. 
It should be tended at all times when the worms are on the move, as they 
should be burned when they begin to get numerous in the tr >n< h. A gasoline 
torch or straw covered with coal oil may be used for this purpose. 


"In wet weather the trench will not stop the worms, and then a line of 


heavy road oil hud an inch or two wide on a smooth bard surface should be 
used. Drag a plank haavily loaded with stones o\cr the ground to prepare 
ths surface for the oil. 


"The army worm appears about the same time each year, but in small 


numbers and without doing noticeable damage. 
It is only when, because of 


circumstances which are not thoroughly understood, the army worm becomes 
very numerous, that it is a menace. Probably some of its natural enemies 
fared ill lafct. winter and were not on hand in their usual numbers to dispose 
of the worms thla spring 
At any rate they are w i t h us, and if not properly 


handled thej bid fair to do more damage in the localities where they appear 
tfian the s -venteen-ycar locust."

The Army Worm and Its Control 


How to Dispose of Pest Which Swoops Down on AH Green 


Crops 


Children’s Minds Should Be 
Stored With Pictures They 
Can Describe in Own Words 


The army worm that has been doing so much damage to com, wheat and 
greeti crops in various sections of the country, is the caterpillar form of a 
moth that flies only at night, according to Frank B. Wade, deputy entomolo­ 
gist for the Indiana state conservation commission. 
Tn a bulletin issued by 
the commission, Mr. Wade describes the family history of the pest and tells 
the most approved methods of fighting it. 


“To begin with,” said Mr. Wade, “the moth Is about one and ohe-half 
inches across the spread wings and is brownish gray in color. The caterpillar, 
when full grown, is about one and one-half inches long, is smooth, and is 
usually greenish in general color with one broad stripe of dark gray or black 
down the middle of the back and with a narrower stripe of the same color on 
either side. 
The broad stripe usually has a line light broken stripe running 
down its center. The head is greenish-brown, speckled with black. 


“It is this caterpillar form that does tho damage by eating every green 
thing within reach. 
So numerous do thoy sometimes become that one can 
actually hear them eat in concert. 
When they have cleaned up on the food 
supply in one field they move en masse to an adjoining field, and thus comes 
about the familiar name of army worm. 


“The full grown caterpillar ceases to feed and goes into tho pupa or 
resting state after from three to four weeks of feeding. 
Here it. remains 
beneath the surface of tho soli, as a rule, for about two weeks. The pupae 
look something like date seeds. The moth on emerging from tho pupal case 
dries its wings and flies away to mate. The eggs are then laid usually in the 
folded part of grass blades, and they hatch in from eight to ten days, thus 
starting the tiny caterpillars once more. 


“To control these pests one should be alert to detect the first attack, for 
the area invaded is usually relatively small at first and may be mowed off1 and 
straw scattered and burned, thus destroying the caterpillars. Another method 
of control is to spray the infested area heavily with paris green (one pound to 
r>0 gallons of water) or with lead arsenate (two pounds to GO gallons). Such 
sprayed material should, of course, not be used as feed. 


“Poisoned bait will also do good service. Make up a bran mash with 50 
pounds cf wheat bran and one pound of paris green or twTo pounds of lead 
arsenate and moisten it with cheap molasses or sirup and add the juice of half 
a dozen lemons or oranges. By scattering this bait broadcast throughout the 
infested area in small pieces, a large number of worms may be killed. 


“To keep the worms from moving on to new feeding grounds, trencb03 
should be plowed entirely around the infested area. The trench should be at 
least six inches deep and should have a vertical side toward the new ground. 
It should have postholes at intervals for the worms to fall into and it should 
bo kept as dusty as possible by dragging a log through It to pulverize the soil. 
It should bo tended at all times when the worms are on the move, as they 
should be burned when they begin to get numerous in the trench. A gasoline 
torch or straw covered with coal oil may be used for this purpose. 


“In wTet weather the trench will not stop the worms, and then a line of 
heavy road oil laid an inch or two wide on a smooth hard surface should be 
used. 
Drag a plank hoavily loaded with stones over the ground to prepare 


tho surface for the oil. 


“The army w’orm appears about the same time each year, but In email 


numbers and without doing noticeable damage. 
It is only when, because of 
circumstances which arc not thoroughly understood, the army worm becomes 
vory numerous, that it is a menace. 
Probably some of its natural enemies 
fared ill last winter and were not on hand in their usual numbers to dispose 
of the worms this spring. 
At any rate they are with us, and if not properly 
handled they bid fair to do more damage in the localiti'es where they appear 
than the seventeen-year locust.’4 


KEEPING CHICKENS

In many towms and cities there are 
ordinances restricting the keeping of 
Cowls under certain conditions, namely, 
that the neighbors shall not- be an­ 
noyed by the crowing of the male birds 
and that the poultry house must be lo­ 
cated a specified distance from any 
dwelling. Under such conditions, says 
the United States department of agri­ 
culture, a permit should be easy to ob­ 
tain and the conditions set forth com­ 
plied with. 


The malo bird in the flock is not 
necessary for the production of eggs 
and usually the house can be so lo­ 
cated and kept clean that it will not 
nnnoy the neighbors.

How Light Changes Shape 
of Pupil of Eye of Both 
Animal and the Human 


Nothing is more deceptive than the 
appearance of a cat's eye. The pupil 
ordiaarily appears as a long, narrow 
oval or a vertical black line, yet its 
natural shape is circular, it is a matter 
of the effect of light. In a bright light 
our pupils become very small circles, 
while those of a cat turn into ovals or 
narrow slits. The^ general effect is the 
same in either case—namely, to di­ 
minish the quantity of light passing 
into the eye, Curiously enough, in the 
larger animals of the cat tribe, such 
as tigers, the pupil sometimes behaves 
exactly like a human pupil, and when 
brightly illuminated contracts into a 
minute circle instead of becoming 
linear. 
In the case of domestic cats, 
the older the animal the more fre­ 
quently does the pupil of the eye as* 
a cJvcviar form.

In the Eifel, there can be no dispute 
that the most picturesque tovvnlet in 
all those border regions of the former 
duchies of Lirnburg, Juliers, and Berg 
has passed at once into her hands in 
the ancient and little-known, because 
secluded, human habitation on the 
Koer which bears the picturesque 
name of Montjoie, writes Demetrius C. 
Boulger in the London Graphic. 


In the days of the Franks, before 


milestones came into vogue, it was the 
practice to mark the stages along the 
main routes by erecting a pile of 
stones, and sometimes it happened 
that the spot selected was on a field of 
battle. 
These heaps or piles were 


termed "Montjoie" 
from the Latin 


words Mons Jovis, and when the name 
Montjoie was incorporated in the bat- 
tle-cry of France it signified no more 
than Forward St. Denis. The Burguu- 
dhm battle-cry, "Montjoie St. Andre," 
of the same period, was only Forward 
St. 
Andrew. 
Baedeker's plausible 


suggestion that the Romans built a 
fortress here and gave ft a high-sound- 
ing name may be relegated to the or- 
der of fairy tales. 


Montjoie then was nothing more 


than a stage or resting point on the 
high road of the Franks across Aus- 
trasia to the Rhine. 
Situated in a 


gorge of the upper Rocr, it gave the 
Busiest access from the south to the" 
centers of Frank, not Teuton, culture 
in the Aix, Juliers and Stollberg re- 
gion. 


In Picturesque Setting. 


Unlike Malmedy, Montjoie aspires to 


no political role. It rests its claims 
to fame in the picturesquencss of its 
situation, 
and 
the 
charm 
of 
its 


iredieval buildings bordering its nar- 
row streets. The Roer, here only a 
shallow stream for three parts ot the 
>uir, rippling over a stony bottom, 
flows through the town, and in some 
places even under the houses! It is 
swollen in the early spring by the 
melting snows of tho Ell'el, but it has 
scooped out for itself so deep a Chan- 
no' that Hoods are rare, as it swoops 
along with increased volume past 
Duron and Juliers to join the Meuse 
in Holland. 


Surrounded by the most beautiful 


forests of the Hertogenwald or Hohe 
Venn, which completely screen the lit- 
tle town from view, the valley is so 
narrow that a cricket ball might be 
thrown from the height on which are 
the ruinsjOf the old castle to the oppo- 
site cliff on which is the Haller or 
watch tower. This was placed where 
it is because it allowed of a better 
view up and down the valley in tho 
days when the robber counts of 1'oich- 
ensteln levied toll on travelers even if 
they did not completely plunder thorn. 


Tho scenery is finest in tho direc- 


tion of Kalterherberg, where the Por- 
lenlmch may be traced like a silver 
thread as it flows through the wood to 
join the Roer. This stream is called 
the Pearl brook because tho dukes of 
Juliers used to derive from it the 
pearls for which their treasury was 
famous. It is true that mussels are 
still found, but no one has claimed 
for many a long day to have discov- 
ered a pearl. 


Quaint Buildings, Narrow Streets. 
The little town is worthy of its set- 


ting. 
Against the rocky and pre- 


cipitous 
sides 
of 
the 
mountains, 


through which the river has cut a way, 
aided, perhaps, by volcanic action, tho 
inhabitants have run np lofty and 
many-storied buildings, which seem 
to a-pire to reach the summits that 
confine them in so small and cramped 
a space. Houses of five and six stories 
are quite common, and even loftier 
ones may be found. The consequence 
is that the main street, which at some 
places is not broad enough to allow 
of two carts passing each other, is at 
all times of the day in the shade, and 
that early in the evening it is buried 
in gloom. This is the more noticeable 
bfomise up to a short time before the 
\\ar only oil lamps were used in the 
public ways. Locomotion after dark 
uas attended with no small inconven- 
ience, and even peril, for a fals>» turn 
down one of the nnra^rous passages 
under the houses might easily lead to 
a ducking in the river. 


The Louses, mostly in the rococo 


style, are chiefly noticeable for the 
brass and ironwork of their external 
decorations, In railings, door knockers, 
lanterns, 
and 
heraldic 
insignia. 


Shields, men in armour, gonfalons, 
and weapons figure In brass or copper 
to distinguish and to give a name to 
separate mansions. It is said that the 
impetus given to metal work was due 
to French Protestant immigrants, who 
fled to Montjoie. At any rate, there is 
something quite French in the atmos- 
phere of the place, and there will be 
no sharp wrench in the people casting 
aside the German dress they were com- 
pelled to wear against their will for a 
century.

HATEVEIt material advan­ 
tages may accrue by-and-by 
to Belgium from the restitu­ 
tion of her old possessions 
in the Eifel, there can be no dispute 
that the most picturesque townlet in 
all those border regions of the former 
duchies of Limburg, Juliers, and Berg 
has passed at once into her hands in 
the ancient and little-known, because 
secluded, human habitation on the 
Roer which 
bears 
the picturesque 
name of Montjoie, writes Demetrius O. 
Boulger in the Loudon Graphic. 


In the days of the Franks, before 
milestones came into vogue, it was the 
practice to mark the stages along the 
main routes by erecting a pile of 
stones, and sometimes it happened 
that the spot selected was on a field of 
battle. 
These heaps or piles were 
termed “Montjoie” from the Latin 
words Mons Jovis, and when the name 
Montjoie was incorporated in the bat- 
tle-cry of France it signified no more 
than Forward St. Denis. The Burgun­ 
dian battle-cry, “Montjoie St. Andre,” 
of the same period, was only Forward 
St, 
Andrew. 
Baedeker’s 
plausible 
suggestion that the Romans built a 
fortress here and gave ft a high-sound­ 
ing name may be relegated to the or­ 
der of fairy tales. 


Montjoie then was nothing more 
than a stage or resting point on the 
high road of the Franks across Aus- 
trasia to the Rhine. 
Situated in a 
gorge of the upper Roer, it gave the 
easiest access from the south to the 
centers of Frank, not Teuton, culture 
in the Aix, Juliers a n d . Stollberg re­ 
gion. 


In Picturesque Setting. 


Unlike Malinedy, Montjoie aspires to 
no political role. It rests its claims 
to fame in the picturesquenoss of its 
situation, 
and 
the 
charm 
of 
Its 
medieval buildings bordering its nar­ 
row streets. The ltoer, here only a 
shallow stream for three parts of the 
year, rippling over a stony bottom, 
Hows through the town, and in some 
places even under the houses! 
It is 
swollen in the early spring by the 
melting snows of the Eifel, but it has 
scooped out for itself so deep a chan­ 
nel that Hoods are rare, as it sweeps 
along 
with 
increased volume past 
Duren and Juliers to join the Meuse 
in Holland. 


Surrounded by the most beautiful 
forests of the Hertogenwald or liohe 
Venn, which completely screen the lit­ 
tle town from view, the valley Is so 
narrow that a cricket ball might be 
thrown from the height on which are 
the ruinsjof the old castle to the oppo­ 
site clift! on which is the Haller or 
watch tower. This was placed where 
it is because it allowed of a better 
view up and down the valley in the 
days when the robber counts of Reich- 
ensteln levied toll on travelers even if 
they did not completely plunder them. 


The scenery is finest In the direc­ 
tion of Kalterherberg, where the Per- 
lenbach may be traced like a silver 
thread as it ilows through the wood to 
join the Roer. This stream is called 
the Pearl brook because the dukes of 
Juliers used to derive from it the 
pearls for which their treasury was 
famous. 
It is true that mussels are 
Btill found, but no one has claimed 
fur many a lung day to have discov­ 
ered a pearl. 


Quaint Buildings, Narrow Streets, 
The little town is worthy of its set­ 
ting. 
Against the rocky and pre­ 
cipitous 
sides 
of 
the 
mountains, 
through which the river has cut a way, 
aided, perhaps, by volcanic action, the 
inhabitants have run up lofty and 
many-storied buildings, which seem 
to aspire to reach the summits that 
confine them in so small and cramped 
a space. 
Houses of live and six stories 
are quite common, and even loftier 
ones may be found. The consequence 
Js that the main street, which at some 
places is not broad enough to allow 
of two carts passing each other, is at 
all times of the day in the shade, and 
that early in the evening Jt is burled 
Jn gloom. This is the more noticeable 
bt^ause up to a short time before the 
war only oil la raps were used in the 
public ways. Locomotion after dark 
*\as attended with no small inconven­ 
ience, and even perii, for a fuls** turn 
down one of the numerous passages 
under the houses might easily lead to 
a ducking in the river. 


The houses, mostly ia the rococo 


style, are chiefly noticeable for the 
brass and Ironwork of their external 
decorations, lu railings, door knockers, 
lanterns, 
and 
heraldic 
Insignia. 
Shields, men In armour, gonfalons, 
and weapons figure in brass or copper 
to distinguish and to give a name to 
separate mansions. It is said that the 
impetus given to metal work was due 
to French Protestant immigrants, who 
fled to Montjoie. At any rate, there is 
something quite French in the atmos­ 
phere of the place, and there will be 
no sharp wrench in the people casting 
aside the German dress they were com­ 
pelled to wear against their will for a 
century.

So states a petition presented to the 
commissioners’ court of Harris coun­ 
ty, Tex,, by farmers who want to reap 
the full benefit from tick eradication 
by cleaning out the comparatively few 
cattle parasites that remained when 
the county was found to be sufficient- j 
ly free from ticks for release from ( 
federal quarantine. 


Clean Ticks Out. 


It is the policy of the United States I 
department of agriculture not to hold 
lender federal quarantine any counties 
if larger areas when only scattered 
nieas within the territory are infested 
.by ticks, but after quarantine is re­ 
moved it is necessary that the remain­ 
ing ticks l}e cleaned out before the 
community will be free from danger 
of heavy reinfestation. 
The Harris 
county petition follows: 


“We, the undersigned citizens of the 
Aldine community of Harris county, 
Tex., do hereby petition your honor­ 
able body to provide sufficient funds 
to complete the work of tick eradica­ 
tion in this county. 


Saved Many Dollars. 


“The dipping of our cattle and clean­ 
ing them of ticks last year saved us 
many dollars both in increased milk 
supply and beef production. 
As just 
one concrete example, Mr. John Shan­ 
non, one of our citizens, was getting 
15 gallons of milk fropi milking 38 
ticty cows before he started dipping, 
and now he is getting 40 gallons of 
milk from 23 of the same cows.

The latter had germinated well 
and the young plants had made from 
one to two inches of growth. 


After the red clover was cut and 
made into hay Mr. Fisk noted that the 
field had been infested by hordes of 
grasshoppers, which were moving on 
into the alfalfa and eating the field 
bare of plants. He called at the oftHce 
of the county agent, H. S. Lippineott, 
and told him of the invasion, lie was 
advised to dust a strip across tho 
field in advance of the grasshoppers 
with a mixture of air-slaked lime and 
Paris green. 
He followed the advice 
and stopped the grasshoppers at a 
line plainly marked by the end of the 
damage done by the insects. 


A number of newly seeded alfalfa 
fields on other farms were also at­ 
tacked, but the “hoppers” were effec­ 
tively checked by the poison bait rec­ 
ommended by the agent. 
The bait 
used was made up as follows: 


One pound of white arsenic was 
mixed thoroughly into a bushel of saw­ 
dust; then 12 ounces of sail: and one- 
half cupful of molasses were stirred 
into a gallon of water, and the solu­ 
tion was used to wet the sawdust. 


Such materials as bran and ground 
alfalfa hay can be used as the basis 
of the bait instead of sawdust.

Airplane Patrol 
for Forest Fires 


Federal Forest Service Is Making 
Experiments With Army 
Machines. 


FORESTER TELLS ABOUT TRIP 


Gives Interesting Account of Exper(< 
enccs Together with Observations 
as 
to 
Feasibility 
of 
This 
Method of Fire Detection. 


Wnshinplon, D. C.—Aîrplnne iîre pa- 
trol of the nntlonnl forosts by army 
maoliines wns boprun as an oxiiorlinont 
for (he forest service recently. 
The 
first report from a forester has just 
come to hoatlqnarlers hero after an 
exciting observation flight from Alather 
FlcUl made over the southern patrol 
route In California, covering portions 
of the Eldorado and Stanislaus forest 
preserves. 


The trip was takfn by Assistant Dis- 
trict Forester How for the collection of 
data as to the feasibility of this novel 
method of lire detection; what should 
bo done to fight the flames, if pos- 
sible from the plane; how- alarms may 
promptly be given ; what stylo of plane 
or balloon is best adapted, and what 
additional apparatus may be necessary 
to make successful this attempt at 
more offectually safeguarding remote 
i>nd Inaccessible stretches of practi- 
cally xmexplored 
country 
from 
the 
scourge M'hich annually destroys thou- 
sands upon thousands of acres of tim- 
ber rapidly becoming well nigh price- 
less. 


Tells Stirring Tale. 


Forester How not only covers all 
these interesting points, but tells a 
stirring tale of adventure in doing so» 
After describing his preparations for 
the trip, he continues: 


"My pilot was Sergeant McKee, who 
is one of the army flying instructors. 
The plane we used was a Curtiss JM-1 
with an OX-5 motor. There are no con- 
trols in front, so all I had to do was 
to sit strapped to my seat. 
We start- 
ed about nine o'clock. I had lieard so 
much of persons becoming nauseated 
that I was expecting to feel funny, but 
I never had that kind of a symptom. 
My impression was that we were stand- 
ing still, when In fact we were going 
70 miles an hour. 
We flew up the 
American valley to Placerville; thence 
to Chinese, ten miles southeast of So- 
nora. 


"On the trip we saw five fires, all of 
which were outside of the forest boun- 
daries. 
The largest was near Placer- 
ville and had been burning a week, 


"The country is so rugged that a 
landing could not have been made to 
fight a fire without a crash. The pilot 
agreed to this and steered to the west 
of the peak instead of to the east, and 


by doing this, we missed seeing some 
of the country the patrol Is expected 
to cover. 
A fore.st patrol by aircraft 
is more hazardous than the flying that 
is usually done. 


"My pilot made me umlerstand that 
our trip scared him more than any 
other trip he had ever made, simply 
because he could not make his plane 
attain the elevation necessary for rela- 
tive safety. 
He said he would take no 
riore passengers in the future. 
To 
do so would mean that ho could cover 
only portions of the forest which could 
be seen from the lookout points. 


Getaway Extremely Difficult. 


"In landing at Chinese for luncheon 
we broke our tall skid, but were able 
to replace it. 
Our getaway was ex- 
tremely difficult, and I did a lieap of 
thinking. 
Returning, we made a di- 
rect flight to Mather Field at an ele- 
vation of G.OOO feet. 
When about lialf 
wny the pilot said he was going to 
make a straight dip. 
He had made 
a series in the morning of 00 to 70 feet 
on an angle. 
This time he shot down 
lor nOO feet. 


"This was quite fhrllling, but noth- 


ing to the tail spin he put the ma- 
chine through in descending to Mather 
riekl, I had no warning and felt, as 
if wo were going down a series of 
corkscrew curves at a terrific rate. The 
carfh looked like an ocean during a 
heavy sea. We dropped 1,500 feet In 
this manner and then gracefully vol- 
planed to the field within n hundred 
feet of the hangar. 
Our total flight 
tnne was about four hours and the dis- 
tance covered 250 miles. 


^'Flres have already been detected 
from airplanes that 'have not been 
picked up by the lookout man. There 
is no question In my mind that It is 
the most feasible method of prompt 
fire detecilon. 
I believe, however, that 
the expense of establishing such a pa- 
trol would be prohibitive for tlie for- 
est service, 


"I am convinced more than ever that 
the dirigible with heliun? gas will be 
the typo of ship we shall use In the fu- 
ture. 
I predict that within five years 
our present system,of lookout patrol 
will practically be a thing of the past 
and also that the suppression of forest 
fires will commence immediately after 
discovery. 
In other words, the fire 
fighting forces will accompany the ob- 
server in a dirigible. 
AVhen a fire is 
discovered one or two men will climb 
down and put it out. There will then 
be different methods of fire suppres- 
sion than we now use. 
It will be pos- 
sible to carry large tanks of water and 
motors to pump It on a fire. Chemi- 
cals, perhaps, may also be used."

Coblenz.—At the time the Ameri- 
cans began withdrawing 
from 
Ger- 
many the United States army had per- 
fected one of the finest telephone sys- 
tems in Europe. From the headquar- 
ters of the third army in Coblenz flfty 
long-distance lines had been set up 
and it is possible for the command- 
ing general to sit in his oflice and 
talk with American ofllcers in London, 
Berlin, Vienna, Kotterdam, Brussels, 
Antwerp, 
l*aris 
and 
various 
other 
European points. 


The army of occupation has a tele- 
phone s'ystem closely resembling the 
best commercial system in the United 
States. 
On the top floor of the head- 
quarters building in Coblenz a nine- 
position 
switchboard 
was 
installed 
soon after the Americans reached the

16,000 Miles of Wire. 


Within the German occupied area 
there has been established by the sig- 
nal corps under the direction of CoL 
Parker HItt, chief signal officer, a net- 
work of wires connecting the various 
units of the third army. Direct lines 
connect \vilh all the corps' and divi- 
sions, approximately 16,000 miles of 
wire being in service. 


This extensive plant has not how- 
ever, been built by the third army, but 
consists almost altogether of the Ger- 
man lines' taken over by the signal 
corps and so arranged as to meet the 
needs of the army, Suflicient circuits 
were left, howevei*, for the civilian 
population to carry on their business. 


More than 15.000 calls are register- 
ed daily on the Coblenz switchboard. 
With 
the 
establishment of an ex- 
change in Coblenz it was' necessary 
to employ operators who could speak 
English, French and German. The fif- 
teen operators on duty in Coblenz are 
all members of the women's telephone 
corps and have been in the service 
more than a year. The chief opera- 
tor, Miss Helen Cook, was a former 
employee of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company of New York. 
Previous to joining the American ex- 
peditionary force. Miss Cook spent six 
years as instructor for the Bell sys- 
tem in oflices in Chicago, Minneapolis, 
Omaha, Cleveland, Detroit and Mem- 
phis. 


"Doodlebug" Code Name. 


The word "Doodlebug" is the code 
name-of the third army switchboard 
in Coblenz, the corps and divisions al- 
so retaining the coile names that were 
assigned them, during the war. On the 
back of a twenty-page telephone di- 
rectory Issued 
the third army -the 
artist's concept Ion of a "doodlebug" 
has been reproduced in the shape of a 
bug made up of a 
combination 
of 
sabres, rifles and an aerial bomb. 


All the apparatus, Including switch- 
boards, telephone instruments, and. in 
fact, everything excepting Jhe wires, 
is of American manufacture and is 
to be taken ojit when the Americans 
in force say gnod-by to the Ithine luid 
start for Finance and home.

He was a messenger in the 
last Argonne drive and flying through 
a cloud of gas fell into an abandoned 
trench. 
There he lay in the njud for 
two »days, and 
gathering 
strength, 
arose, \\ui} caino home wjth the uues- 
sage. 


Berne.—A number of Swiss mer- 
chants, who for years past have regu- 
larly attended the famous Leipzig fair, 
have now just returned, hardly able 
to express their amazement at what 
they saw there. It was not that there 
was nothing to Interest them at the 
fair, but that while 
tliey were in Ger- 
many they could hardly believe that 
they were not in some other country, 
they did not quite know wliich. 
The 
merchants, manufacturers and others 
at the fair, with whom they had to 
deal, seemed to be mentally unbal- 
anced. 


"Ninety per cent of the people with 
whom I had to deal," said one mer- 
chant, "really did not know what they 
were about. In visiting the various ex- 
hibits in Leipzig I would give an order 
for something. I would tell the man in 
charge that I would take say 500 gross 
of a certain article. No. 106. I would 
wHte the number down myself, and 
then of course I expected him to write 
it down too. Then I would order some- 
thing else, and by the time I had fin- 
ished giving my orders I would ask to 
compare my notes with his. Then, to 
my great astonishment, I would find 
he had either not written down the or- 
ders at all, or had written them down 
all wrong. 


Mental Confusion. 


"At first I thought I had merely to 
do with a careless individual, but af- 
terwards I found that nine out of ten 
persons were in just the same state of 
mental confusion. 
I then talked to 
some of the other Swiss who were vis- 
iting the fair and found that they had 
had similar experiences. 
Once I lost 
patience and spoke very sharply to 
one man, whereupon he simply broke 
down and said he \vas Siirry but he 
had been four yeai's in the trenches 
and that he was no longer capable of 
doing his work as he did it before 
the war." 


Judging by all that these Swiss mer- 
chants observed in Germany, this men- 
tal weakness and Incapacity is affect- 
ing not only men who have been a 
long time in tht* trenches, but also 
civilians—women who Avere at home 
and men who, for one reason or an- 
other, were never at the front. Some 
Germans known to these merchants 
before the war as shrewd, energetic, 
capable business men. now, they say, 
talk like children, as if they 'knew 
nothing whatever of the outside world 
or what has been taking place during 
the last four or five years. 


In 
short, 
the German 
merchants 
seem 
completely 
dazed, 
bewildered 
and confused at present and do not 
know what they are doing. 


AVhat particularly struck all these 
Swiss merchants who 
have 
known 
Germany for many years past, was 
the lack of 
orderliness 
everywhere, 
not merely at the Leipzig fair but in 
the streets—a change for the worse 
which is commented upon now by all 
visitors to Germany. 
In the halls 
of the great Fair, which before the 
war used to be neat as the, proverbial 
new pin, disorder and even dirt are 
everywhere. 


The streets leading: to the Leipzig 
fair were this year lined with wound- 
ed, crippled and blinded soldiers, sell- 
ing postcards, bootlaces and all man- 
ner of other trifles, or playing barrel 
organs with their military caps on 
the ground before them for people to 
throw in anything they could afford. 
And this in a country where mendi- 
cants never used to be tolerated. 


Act Like Children. 


Every Swiss merchant who Avent to 
the Leipzig fair this year was allow- 
ed by the government to take with 
him twenty-two pounds of provisions. 
One with whom I talked took Avith 
him five pounds of chocolate, know^- 
ing what a precious gift it would he 
to some of his old acquaintances. In 
visiting one of the leading manufac- 
turers 
he 
presented 
three 
of 
his 
daughters with half a pound each. The 
girls grasped him by the hand, with 
tears in their eyes. "We haven't seen 
anything like it for years," they said. 
"It will make us well." 


One evening this Swiss merchant, 
with two others, was sitting in one of 
the best restaurants in Leipzig when 
a lad walked around the tables offer- 
ing postcards and matches for sale. 
Ho was very sickly looking, and the 
Swiss merchant put his nand in his 
coat pocket, took out a block of choc- 
olate (about half a pound) and hand- 
ed it to him. 
Immediately 
all 
the 
guests in the restaurant got up and 


surrounded 
the 
lad, 
gazing 
with 
amazement at the chocolate. Some of 
them asked the Swiss how he man- 
aged to get it. 


Even in the restaurant, he said, tho 
people who collected around the boy 
with the chocolate behaved like chil- 
dren. 
All this points to what is now 
being more and more clearly recog- 
nized—that the war and its conditions 
have caused a more or less abnormal 
mental state in the case-of many per- 
sons.

The Anny Worm and Its Control 


How to Dispose of Pest Which Swoops Dov/n on All Green 


Crops 


The army worm that has been doing so much damage to cnm. wheat and 
grooú crops in various sections of tho country, is tho caterpillar form of a 
moth that ílíos only at night, according to Frank B, Wade, deputy entomolo- 
gist for tho Indiana state conwvatlon commission. 
In a bullolin issued by 
tho commission, Mr. Wade describos the family history of tho pest and tells 
the most approved methods of ficchting it. 


"To begin with," said I^Ir. Wiulo, "tho moth Is about ono and ohe-half 
Inches across tho spread wings and is brownish gray in color. The caterpillar, 
when full grown, is about one and one-half Inches long, Is smooth, and is 
usually greenish In general color with one broad stripe of dark gray or black 
down the middle of tho back and with a narrower stripe of tho same color on 
elthor side. 
The broad stripe usually has a fine Usht broken stripe running 
down its center. 
Tho head is gfoimlsh-brown, spp(*klod with black. 


"It is this catorpillar form that docs tho damage by eating ovory green 
thing within roach. 
So numerous do tho*' sometimos boromo that one can 
actually hear thorn cat in concert. 
When thoy havo cloanod up on tho food 
supply in one field thoy move on masse to an adjoining field, and thus comes 
about tho familiar name of army worm. 


•'Tho full grown Caterpillar coasos to food and goos into tho pupa or 
resting state a f t f r from throe to four wooks of fooding. 
Horo it remains 
beneath tho surface of tho soli, ns a rule, for about two woeks, 
Tho pupao 
look something like date soods. 
The moth on emerging from tho pupal case 
dries its wings and files away to mato. 
Tho eggs aro thon laid usually in tho 
folded part of grass blades, and thoy hatch in from eight to ton days, thus 
starting the tiny caterpillars once moro. 


"To control those posts one should be nlort to d^Hoct tho first attack, for 
the aroa invaded is usually relatively snmll at first and may bo mowed ofi" and 
straw scattered and burned, thus destroying the catorpillars. 
Another motliod 
of control Is to spray the Infostod area hoavily with paris groon (one pound to 
50 gallons of water) or with lead arsenate (two pounds to 50 gallons). 
Such 
sprayed material should, of courso. not be used as food. 


"Poisoned bail will also do good sorvico. 
Make up a bran mash with 50 
pounds cf wheat bran and one pound of pavls groon or two pounds of lead 
arsenate and moisten it with choap molassos or simp and add tho juice of half 
a dozen lemons or orangos. 
By scattering (his halt broadcast throiighout the 
Infested area In small pieces, a large number of worms may he klllod, 


"To koop the worms from moving on to now fooding grounds, tronciios 
should be plowed entirely around tho infostod area, 
Tho trench should be at 
loast six inches deep and should have a vertical side toward tho now ground. 
It should have pestholes at intervals for tho worms to fall into and it should 
be kopt as dusty as possible by dragging a log through It to pulverize the soil. 
It should bo tended at all times when tho worms are on the move, as thoy 
should be burned when thoy begin to get numerous in tho tronch. 
A gasoline 
torch or straw covered with coal oil may bo usod for this piirposo. 


"In wot weather the tronch will not stop tho worms, and then a line of 
heavy road oil laid an Inch or two wide on a smooth hard surface should be 
used. 
Drag a plank haavliy loaded with stones over the ground to prepare 


tha surface for the oil. 


"The army worm appears about the same time each year, but In email 


numbers and without doing noticeable damage. 
It is only whon, because of 
circumstances which aro not thoroughly understood, tho army worm becomes 
vory numerous, that it is a menace. 
Probably some of its natural enemies 
fitred 111 last winter and were not on hand in their usual numbers to dispose 
ot the worms this spring. 
At any rate thoy are with us. and if not properly 
handled they bid fair to do more damage in the localltres where they appear 
tlian the seventeen-year locust."

How Light Changes Shape 
of Pupil of Eye of Both

Nothing is more deciiptive than tho 
appearance of a cat's eye.

of the effect of light.

to Belgium from the restitu- 
tion of her old possessions 
in the Eifel, there can be no dispute 
that the most picturesque townlet In 
all those border regions of the former 
duchies of Limburg» Juliers, and Berg 
has passed at once into her hands In 
the ancient and little-known, because 
secluded, human 
habitation on 
the 
Roer 
w^hlch bears 
the 
picturesque 
name of Montjoie, writes Demetrius 0. 
Boulger in the Loudon Graphic. 


In the days of the Franks, before 
milestones came into vogue, it was the 
practice to mark the stages along the 
main routes by erecting a pile of 
stones, and sometimes It happened 
that the spot selected was on a Held of 
battle. 
These heaps or piles were 
termed 
•'Montjoie" from the 
Latin 
words Möns Jovls, and when the name 
Montjoie was incorporated In the bat- 
tle-cry of France it signified no more 
than Forward St. Denis. The Burgun- 
dlan battle-cry, "Montjoie St. Andre," 
of the same period, was only Forward 
St. 
Andrew. 
Baedeker's 
plausible 
suggestion that the Romans built a 
fortress here and gave ft a high-sound- 
ing name may be relegated to the or- 
der of fairy tales. 


Montjoie then 
was nothing more 
than a stage or resting point on the 
high road of the Franks across Aus- 
trasla to tlie Rhine. 
Situated In a 
gorge of the upper Roer, it gave the 
easiest access from the south to the 
centers of Frank, not Teuton, culture 
in tiie Aix, Juilers and.StolIberg re- 
gion. 


In Picturesque Settlng- 


Unllke Malmedy, Montjoie aspires to 
no political role. It rests its claims 
to fame in the plcturesqueness of its 
situation, 
and 
the 
charm 
of 
its 
medieval buildings bordering its nar- 
row streets. 
The Roer, here only a 
shallow stream for three parts of the 
year, rippling over a stony bottom, 
Hows through the town, and in some 
places even under the houses! 
It is 
swollen In the early spring by the 
melting snows of the Elfel. but It has 
3Coopcd out for Itself so deep a chan- 
nel that Hoods are rare, as It sweeps 
along 
with 
increased 
volume 
past 
Düren and Juilers to join the Meuse 
In Holland. 


Surrounded by the most beautiful 
forests of the Hertogenwald or Hohe 
Venn, which completely screen the lit- 
tle town from view, the valley Is so 
narrow that a cricket ball might be 
thrown from the height on which are 
Uie ruinsjof the old castle to the oppo- 
site cli^a on which is the Ualler or 
watch tower. 
This was placed where 
it is because It allowed of a better 
view up and down the valley in the 
days when the robber counts of Reich- 
ensteln levied toll on travelers even if 
they did not completely plunder them. 


The scenery is finest In the direc- 
tion of Kalterherberg, where the Per- 
lenbach may be traced like a silver 
thread as it fiows tlirough the wood to 
join the Roer. This stream Is called 
tiie Pearl brook because the dukes of 
Juilers used to derive from it the 
pearls for which their treasury was 
famous. It is true that mussels are 
i3till found, but no one has claimed 
fur many a long day to have discov- 
ered a pearl. 


Quaint Buildings, Narrov/ Streets, 
The little town is worthy of its set- 
ting. 
Against 
the 
rocky 
and 
pre- 
cipitous 
sides 
of 
the 
mouutnins. 
through which the river has cut a way, 
aided, perhaps, by volcanic action, the 
inhabitants have nin up lofty and 
many-storied 
buildings, which 
seem 
to aspire to reach the summits that 
confine them in so small and cramped 
a space. 
Houses of five and six stories 
are quite common, and even loftier 
ones may be found. The consequence 
Js that the main street, which at some 
places is not broad enough to allow 
of two carts passing each other, is at 
all times of the day In the shade, and 
that early in the evening ¡i is burled 
In gloom. This is the mure noticeable 
btH-ause up to a $hort time b^fure the 
war only oil lamps were Ui>ed in tlie 
public ways. Lc^-omotion after dark 
^\as attendiid with no sniall inconven- 
ience, and even peril, for a fnU^ turn 
down one of the numerous passages 
under the houses might easily lead to 
a ducking in the river. 
The Jiouses, mostly In the rococo 


style, are chiefly noticeable for the 
brass and ironworii: of their external 
decorations, In railings, door knockers, 
lanterns, 
and 
heraldic 
insignia. 
Shields, men In armour, gonfalons, 
and weapons figure In brass or copper 
to dlatinguiah and to give a name to 
separate mansions. 
It Is said that the 
Impetus given to metal work was due 
to French Protestant immigrants, who 
fled to Montjoie. At any rate, there is 
something quite French In the atmos- 
phere of the place, and there will be 
no sharp wrench in the people casting 
aside the German dress they were com- 
pelled to wear against their will for a 
century.

Clean Ticks Out.

.by ticks, but after quarantine is re- 
moved it is necessary that the remain- 
ing ticks l}e cleaned out before the 
community will be free from danger 
of heavy reinfestation. 
The 
Harris 
county petition follows: 


"We, the undersigned citizens of the 
Aldine community of Harris covinty, 
Tex., do hereby petition your honor- 
able body to provide sufiicient funds 
to complete the Avork of tick eradica- 
tion In this county. 


Saved Many Dollars. 
"The dli)j)ing of our cattle and clean- 
ing them of ticks last year saved us 
many dollars both in increased milk 
supply and beef production.

one concrete example, Mr. John Shan- 
non, one of our citizens, was getting 
15 gallons of milk from milking 
ticlijr cows before he started dipping, 
and now he Is getting 40 gallons of 
milk from 23 of the .^ame cows.

After the red clover was cut and 
made into hay Mr. Fisk noted that the 
field had been infested by hordes of 
grasshoppei's, which were moving on 
into the alfalfa and eating the iiold 
bare of plants. 
He called at the omce 
of the county agent, H. S. iJppincott, 
and told him of the invasion. 
île was 
advised to dust a 
strip 
across 
the 
field in advance of the grasshoppers 
with a mixture of air-slaked lime and 
Paris green. 
I-Ie followed the advice 
and sto])ped the grasshoppers at 
a 
line plainly marked by the end of the 
damage dime by the insects. 


A number of newly se^-^ded alfalfa 
fields 
on other farms were also at- 
tacked, but the "Jioppers" were effec 
tively checked by the poison bait rec- 
ommended by the agent. 
The bait 
used was made up as follows: 


One pound of 
white arsenic 
was 
mixed thoroughly into a bushel of saw- 
dust; then 12 ounces of sail: and one- 
half cupful of molasses were stirred 
into a gallon of water, and the solu- 
tion was used to wet the sawdust. 


Such materials as bran and ground 
alfalfa hay can be used as the basis 
of the bait instead of sawdui^t.
